In those days Alessatidri, grand- 


son of an Italian Immigrant, was 
radical, but he is "practical So- 
cialist" this year, to use his own 
words in contrasting his views with 
those of the Davila Socialist experi- 
ment of last summer. 


The general economic benefits of

"UPSTREAM" FEES 


Alvin C. Reis, counsel for the Wiscon- 


sin Public Service Commission, recently 
launched an attack upon the propriety and 
reasonableness of a management fee paid 
by an operating utility to an associated 
or parent company. 
The particular fee 


under scrutiny was one of 2^ per cent 
of its gross revenues p'aid by the Wiscon- 
sin Valley Electric Company to the Byl- 
lesby Corporation. Evidence showed that 
the contract between these companies pro- 
vided, in addition to the 2% per cent, a 
per diem charge for the services of ac- 
counfants, engineers, etc., and the expla- 
nation is that the 2% per cent "was for a 
multitude of minor services which, might 
cost the company more if billed separate- 


- ly." Mr. Reis properly inquired why it 
was not to the advantage of the holding 
company to effect economies and provide 
assistance without additional charge, and 
if not without additional charge, certain- 
ly at a very reasonable compensation. 


This criticism conies upon the heels of 


the statement by Mr. Floyd L. Carlisle, 
one of the strong men in the electricity 
business, warning' his colleagues in the 
National Electric Light Association that 
they must always have their eyes upon 
their* primary duty, a responsibility to the 
public. And last week the president of a 
company selling great amounts of public 
utility securities-made a number of propos- 
als for improving the practices of holding 
companies. He'criticized particularly the 
"upstream" advance of fees and funds 
from offspring to parent. 


Of course the final question is whether 


or not the consumer is paying too much 
for his electricity. The consumer knows 
that the,2% per cent of the gross revenues 
going to the parent company is part of 
his monthly bill He knows the sum is 
fixed between two separate companies, it 
is true, but both owned by the same in- 
terests. He realizes that, since the pub- 
lic foots the bill, there exists a magnetic 
temptation to be generous with these fees 
to the parent company. 


There is one apparent solution and an- 


swer to the problem. There must be a 
completely itemized statement, with not a 
detail lacking, of" the services that re- 
quire this payment. Figures like 2% per 
cent do not look large hut in relation to 
gross, as distinguished from net income, 
they create a pretty big amount of money. 


Mr. Eeis is on the right track in at- 


tempting to get facts out in the sunshine. 
The practice cannot be supported by a 
general answer nor a sweeping gesture. 
The response that the fee covers "a mul- 
titude of minor" things is altogether too 
indefinite for this workaday world. 


The matter involved has been one of 


which the public has long been suspicious. 
It requires an open, and a very definite 
statement of what it covers. Then must 
the Public Service Commission accept re- 
sponsibility and pass judgment upon its 
reasonable necessity—and lacking such a 
finding the expense cannot properly be 
reckoned in fixing rates.

and a forestry service capable of intelli- 
gently directing the garnering of Christ- 
mas-trees and other yuletide decorations. 
In New York State, whenever it is possi- 
ble within the limited scope of its super- 
vision, the forestry service is attaching 
red tags to trees that may be cut or 
trimmed and are urging that people buy 
only those tress so tagged. 


Nature is sufficiently bountiful with 


its supplies for the Christmas season even 


e woodsman be restricted in 


what he cuts. The balsam, for instance, 
is extremely attractive with its fragrant 
green needles, yet being a "weed" of the 
forest, can be cut as an aid to conser- 
vation. 


It is worthy of remembrance at this 


time that "in a moment ashes are made 
but a forest is a long time growing." 
Christmas will take on added pleasure 
with the knowledge that the brightly dec- 
orated tree is nature's gift rather than 
her sacrifice.

sulated tanks, constructed of steel 
and lined with gla^s, are ready to 
carry beer "from brewers to buyers 
all over the country at low temper- 
atures, under uniform pressure, and 
much cheaper than in the kegs and 
cases of former years, the tank car 
makers say. 
The bulk contents of each car 


would become 48,000 pints when 
bottled at its destination in plants 
which will cost from $150,000 to 
$200,000 to construct. This work, 
made necessary by national dis- 
tribution of beer which was never 
possible heretofore, is expected by 
proponents of the idea, to be one of 
the 'industry's greatest opportunities 
to relieve unemployment. 


Only during the last decade have 


carriers learned to transport chilled 
beverages at startling temperatures. 
During the Miami hurricane in 1928 
Wisconsin-milk was shipped to re- 
lieve the shortage in Florida. 


There are 300 milk cars, all made 


by the General American Tank Car 
corporation on the principle ex- 
pected to be used for beer, in opera- 
tion on American railroads. The 
same firm has applied the milk car 
plan to a tank car whicH transports 
beer taken between a London, On- 
tario, brewery and Montreal, mak- 
ing the 1,000-mile round trip every 
five days.

"No play is a success that sub- 


ordinates all scenes to one, all ac- 
tors to one star," Miss Lazareff as- 
serted. "I believe, that in the theater 
all arts are allied as nowhere else. 
I think there is too much type-act- 
ing in America. And too much star- 
ring. Every actor, it seems to me, 
should consider himself or herself 
part of the whole ensemble, which 
should be a real symphony, giving 
each character a chance to solo for 
a time, then sink onto the symphony 
of the play again. 


"Just as I think it is wrong for 


the individual 
to stand out in a 


play, so I think that a- play that 
makes folks say, 'What good sets,' 
is all wrongly "staged. The actors, 
the sets, the lines, the directing, all 
should be so allied that the effect 
of the whole is what bring praise."

On the whole, the bidding was 


quite accurate, and under ordinary 
circumstances the hand would not 
jae a difficult one to make. However, 
had West 
opened the 
diamond 


Queen and East ruffed and returned 
the Ace of clubs, the hand automat- 
ically would have been set 4 tricks 
—certainly a rather peculiar result 
for a fairly, sound Slam bid. 


Actually, West was inhibited by 


North's cue bid in diamonds and 
decided in favor of the 
Queen of 


Hearts Opening. This was won with 
.Dummy's King, and South was 
faced with the proposition of find- 
ing a lead to get into his own hand. 
East's Double seemed to place the 
Ace of clubs- in that hand, and if 
this was the case, West's -diamond 
overcall must have been made with 
practicaly no honor-trick holding it. 
Consequently Mr. Beardsley reason- 
ed that the diamond suit must be 
extremely long; in fact, about eight 
cards in length. If this was so, East 
would trump the diamond lead. Ob- 
viously West would trump a heart 
lead, and a club would be fatal. De- 
clarer's final decision was based 
purely on percentage. He led a low 
heart arid ruffed with the Knave of 
spades. He followed this by leading 
three rounds of trumps, and even 
when he discovered that the suit 
did not break he. still felt that his 
chances of making the contract 
were quite good. Still following his 
original premise that West -held 
eight diamonds, this automatically 
placed that hand with an 8-4-1-0 
distribution. If West were void in 
clubs, everything was still -all right 
A low spade was led and West 
thrown in with the Ten. Having 
nothing left but diamonds, he was 
now forced to lead that suit and 
concede the rest of the tricks Jo De- 
clarer. 


Mr. Beardsley's play at Trick 2 


was decidedly commendable, con- 
sidering the number of plays which 
he had at his command.

Schools conducted by La Crosse 
Lutheran, Ladysmith St. Marys, 
Prairie du Chien sanitarium, Ash- 
land General, Whitehall ommun- 
ity, Sparta St Mary's and Kenosha 
hospitals are those which have 
closed or are in the process of clos- 
ing. 


Adda Eldredge, director of the 


state bureau of nursing education, 
said the closing of the schools will 
not impair the service offered by 
the hospitals if they are staffed by 
graduate nurses, of whom hundreds 
are available for employment Stu- 
dents of closed schools are being 
placed among the 31 schools which 
remain open. 


Miss Eldredge said the effect of 
ie reduction in the 
number of 


schools will not be noticeable for 
a year or more. Schools which re- 
main open are taking only one 
class yearly instead of two-and al- 
so are reducing the enrollment of 
each class.

There were 2,621 cases of chicken- 


pox, an increase of 1,449 cases. Oth- 
er increases were measles, 782 cas- 
es, up 681; influenza, 171 cases, up 
107; pneumonia, 116 cases, up 72; 
scarlet fever, 403 cases, up 109; 


Offsetting the increase in the 


number of these cases was the de- 
cline noted in other diseases. There 
were 364 new cases of mumps last 
month, a decrease of 154 cases; 
whopping cough, 426 cases down 
241; diphtheria, 50 cases, down 45, 
and ptliomyelitis, two cases, down 
33.

On Silo Repair 


Farmers May Get Copies

A servicable bulletin entitled 


"When the Silo 
Needs Repair," 


written by S. A. Witzel,-a'specialist 
in Ms line, and issued by the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, University of 
Wisconsin, is. now' available to farm- 
ers who have use for It as long as 
the. edition lasts. The bulletin may 
be had by application to the Bulle- 
tin Mailing office, College of Agri- 
culture, Madison. 


In the bulletin the author dis- 


cusses the damage that is done to 
concrete, brick, and tile silos, by the 
ventilation of stables through the; 
silos, the acid developed from im- 
mature corn, and alternate freezing 
and thawing. He also discusses the 
best and most economical methods 
of making repairs. 


"Of course our silos have had un- 


usually hard usage," says Mr. Wit- 
zel in his bulletin. "A more ucid 
silage is produced'by the immature 
corn commonly ensiled in northern 
Wisconsin; and the summer feeding 
practices in southern Wisconsin 
mean more use for the silo. 


"Whether a new silo is to be built 


or the old one rebuilt -are questions 
which each dairyman must answer 
for himself. Many damaged silos 
can be repaired so that another 15 
or 20 years may be added to their 
usefulness. Where this can be done 
for $150 or less it is a good plan to 
repair them. 


"In many instances, the silo is the 


only means of ventilating the barn. 
The warm, moist, stable air is al- 
lowed to pass up through the chute 
into the top of the silo and .out 
through the opening In the roof. 
This warm moist air condenses on 
the cold concrete surface and tends 
to saturate it with water. 


"Continued thawing and freezing 


of the best concrete will weaken it 
in time if it is saturated with mois- 
ture. Anyone using a concrete silo 
chute for- a ventilating shaft will 


find it spalling off and cracking, the 
door jambs chipping off, the roof of 
the silo 
cracking, 
and in many 


cases the top 10 or 15 feet of the 
silo wall cracked. 


"Stop using the silo chute as a 


ventilating flue is the remedy. Build 
a double boarded out-take flue of 
sufficient size in your barn. If the 
chute is unsafe, replace it with one 
of wood; repair the silo door jamb 
b; chipping off all the loose mate- 
rial and brushing the surface to 
clean, sound concrete. 


"Silos with cracked walls that 


are in good condition .'other-wise, 
should have standard steel silo 
hoops placed around them' at two- 
foot intervals. The cracks should be 
cleaned out and pointed with mor- 
tar consisting of one part of cemenl 
and two parts of .plasterer's sand. 


"Where the top of a silo is crack- 


ed, it is well to place a few hoops 
around the cracked portion to pre 
vent further cracking." 


From this point on, Mr. Witzel 


proposes plans 
and specifications 


for the building of durable silos 
and also plans for repairing brick 
and .tile silos that have been dam- 
aged in one way or another.

Rancher Leaves • 
Saddle to Take 
Governor's Chair 


D e m o cratic 
Ranchman 


Succeeds Republican Dirt 
Farmer in South Dakota

Pierre, S. D. —OP}— A rancher 


who has straddled the hurricane 
deck on many a bucking broncho 
without "pulling leather" will ride- 
herd on the state government of 
South Dakota the next two years 


He is Tom Berry, a Democrat 


who wiE be inaugurated governor 
Jan. 3, succeeding Warren Green 
Republican dirt-farmer. 


Berry comes from the "west-river 


country," that portion of South Da 
kota west- of the Missouri river—a 
territory which is almost a state in 
itself. 


He comes to the state capital with 


business experience as a successfu' 
rancher, a reputation as a humorist 
and a promise to "use the ax" on 
state expenditures. 


But 
the governor-elect is no 


'without experience in government- 
al affairs. He served two terms in 
the legislature, has been a member 
of the state park board and has 
represented the "cattle country" in 
many legislative controversies. 


East of the "Big Bad Lands," for 


which South Dakota is famous, lies 
Berry's 30,000-acre ranch, on which 
he runs about 1,500 head of Here- 
ford cattle and 100 head of Ken- 
tucky saddle horses. More than 40 
miles of fence are required to en- 
close the ranch and its various pas- 
tures. 


Berry began ranching as a cow- 


hand at 18. He is now 53. He got his 
start from money saved from wages 
as a top-hand during the old open 
range days. Born in Nebraska, he 
has spent nearly all his life 
in 


South Dakota. He has operated his 
present ranch ince 1912. 


His ranch is operated on a part- 


nership basis—with the governor- 
elect, his two sons and a son-in-law 
as members of the firm. Monthly 
salaries are paid to all, and each 
member of the firm has his own 
cattle and horses. Besides his im- 
mediate 
family, Berry's 
ranch 


usually employs from two to ten 
cowboys. 


Only 300 acres of the ranch are 


under cultivation, mostly in alfalfa. 
The remaining cultivated acreage is 
planted yearly in small grain, and 
all the crops are kept for livestock 
feed. 


"I think I'll stop and buy something: for that old couple on my route.

The great advantage of harrow 


over the plow is that roots of quack 
jrass and other weeds are lifted to 
Jie surface where they are killed 
3y the sun, winds, or frosts, much 
more ground can be covered in a 
day than by the plow, and weed 
seeds covered deeply in the ground 
remain there and are not turned to 
the surface to germinate and grow. 


Excepting in the case of sod or in 


the breaking of new land there is 
need of plowing a field to prepare 


it for the raising of crops. The old:. 
if • - was that land must be plowed 
deeply to turn rich soil to the sur- 
face and bury stubble, -weeds and 
manure under from eight to ten 
inches of soil, and to loosen tip the 
ground. 


Fanners are finding out, however, 


that a good place for barnyard- 
manure and humus is near the sur- 
face and that the roots of farm 
plants reach down to considerable 
depths in the ground after feed. 


Farmers are also finding out that 


if they check their corn, keep the, 
weeds down by cross cultivation 
and cut the 
crop close to the 


ground, there is no need of plowing 
the field preparatory to the planting 
of a grain crop, and that all that Is 
necessary for them to do before- 
seeding is to fit the soil with a

Not Enough Chimneys in 
U. S. to Suit Santa Claus 


Chicago — QP) — The American 


chimney situation 
has got Santa 


Claus worried. 


In fact, reports from away up 


north in the frozen Arctic regions 
where he was making last minute 
preparations today for his annual 
Christmas eve trip said he admitted 
he was really concerned. 


It isn't that there are too many 


chimneys for him to-crawl down 
with, toys for 
the stockings of 


young Americans. It's the fact that 
there aren't enough although there 
are more children than ever. 


This seeming paradox, has been 


created by the moving of families 
into large flat buildings where a 
single chimney leac"s not to a fire- 
place but to a. boiler. 


Then all these new f angled ways 


of heating houses of 1932 have made 
chimneys suitable for Santa Claus 
almost obsolete. 


"It makes my job harder than 


ever," he sighed. "Just how am I 
expected to crawl out of a steam 
radiator'" he wanted to know. 


He said that last year not only did 


he discover a great dearth of chim- 


thereby producing a new variety 
with larger lsernel& of a golden 
color, and the flavoriof bantam 
sweet corn.

"During the last 19 years," he 


said, "I have devoted from eight to 
ten acres to popcorn. I have a crop 
rotation scheme, and several small 
testing plots scattered here and 
there far enough apart to avoid 
mixing the strains." 


From ten acres this year he har- 


vested 14 tons of popcorn. 


About ten years of careful se- 


lecting, breeding, and cross-breed- 
ing are required to perfect new 
kinds of seed, Perry says. Variety 
and distinct color will remain true 
io type year after year if "properly 
developed and not allowed to be- 
come mixed." 


He sells Ms product to other 


growers, seedsmen, and the gen- 
eral trade. '

"We can prevent repeal by beat- 


ing it in the states. Without repeal, 
Congress cannot legalize any kind 
of _beer that people will drink.
